It was finally ¢e- 
sided that a deputation consisting of the 
chairman, secretary and Rev. Fa-her LeDuc 
should wait on Mr. Anderson at bis office and 
esk him, first —if he had any official informa- 
sion in regard to settier’s timber being allow- 
ed free, as was stated ina BULLETIN telegram 
of last week, and second—w hat was the reason 
that some settlers were charged more for per- 
mits than others. 

The meeting then adjourned for an hour 
and # half co give the deputation time to act 
and report 

The deputation waited on Mr. Andersen at 
his office. He received them very politely, 
and stated in answer tc the first question that 
he had received pe intormation, official or 
otherwise, beyond what he had already made 
>: which instructions he was stili bound 

y. In answer to the secoad question he said 
that he made ita rule to grinta free permit to 
vew settlers who had no improvemeuts made, 
but that the Government took the ground 
that those who had been fora considerable 
time in the country were able and should 
be made pay for what more timber they re- 
quired, according to the rates stated in the 
printed folio which he had distributed. He 
said further tnat alchough the law called for 
payment of dues on all timber cut since 1879, 
be was in favor of letting all that was cuc in 
the past vo free and only charge for what was 
cut after hisarrival here. Inregard to‘Praser 
end Macdonald being obliged to pay duty on 
cor!wood cut last year, he said they were old 
settiers, living on valuable land, and that 
they should ny tcomplain at having to pay this 
tax, as they were able to pay it. He eaution 
ei those who had perchased town lots from 
She old settlers that they would not be looked 
apenas homesteaders, and therefore must ex 
pect to pay for all wood used. He further 
stated that it was his intention to allow aman 
tocutall the wood he wanted on his own 
Place free, and tt at, although he had nothing

Jim, ibe Indian messenger sent out to Bow 
iad vr. Lauder, got back on Monday 
ast. 

JL. Rap, D.L.S., got back from his work 
up the river, surveying Capt. Mvore’s timber 
‘4uaits, On Monday last. 

Ma. Hiasins, farm instructor at Saddle 
Lake, arrived here on Monday, bringing 64 
bushels of wheat to the mill. Dist nee, 115 
miles. He says the farm produced avout 
4) bushels of wheat last season and,aithough 
of fair quality, it is not as good a sample as 
the barney. ‘The wheat is very much mixed 
with the small seeds of weeds, while the 
barley is free from that trouble. The oat crop 
was not very good. All the potatoes were 
got out, but s¢me had been touched with the 
frost, causing the loss of about 1060 bushels. 
ilowever, potatos are reasonibtly plentiful 
both on the farm and among the Indians, 
while there will be ran grain to seed the 
farm and si ppiy the Iodians with seed, besides 
some for milling. 

Yas hove that the buffalo had come ‘ack 
to their old feeding grounds in sufficient 
sambers to-upply the Indians with food and 
make good times on the plains does not seem 
likely to be realized. In the fail the Labou- 
cans and others from Abram Selwyn’s settle- 

inent, on the Basle River, wert to the plains 
and returned with Inads of fresh meat. En- 
couraged by this saccess, nearly all the abie- 
ondied ones of the Peace Hitls and Pigeon 
Lake Indians started for the plains in the 
hope of getting another square feed. One or 
two of them returned thie week and report 
that hunters had only killed three buffalo 
uy to the time they left, and in consequence 
all hands were in a rather scsarved out con- 


dition. A small party also went from Vic- 
toria in the fall. with carts, and did not 
retura until after the snow came, and 


althouga they were old and keen hunters 
they saw ne buFalo. 

Soms time ago we remarkel that the Mon- 
tana cattle of the Cochrane Ranch Co. were 
2 rather inferior lot. We have received a 
i-tter from the manager ot the ranch at Bow 
Hiver on the subject, in which he says that 
the herds are equal to the average Montana 
cattle. That tn buy lug cattle he foruid it 
more protitalle to buy outa herd as they ran, 
as peuple would ask fully more for the cattle 
he would pick out than they would for the 
same cattle with the ecrubs included. Next 
summer he intends selling for beef all that 
are not up to the mark, and by using cniy 
thorough-bred Wutis he expects in the course 
of afex years to have the finest band in 
America. The coinpany also intends to go 
extensively into sheep raising 


next summer. 
The weather so far has been fine and warm 
with very little snow. Since the middle of 
October a few cattle have got mired in creeks 
and sprinzs and some have been killed by 
wolves. but the herd, asa whole, is gaining 
every day.

sleighing good. From the Kibow of the 
South Branch he followed the river to Battle- 
ford. When within twenty miles of Battle- 
ford a thaw mide the sleighing bad, and hav- 

ing been injured by a fall on the ice, that dis- 
tance kept him busy just ten days. From 
Batuleford to Fort Pitt the road was good, 

butthe snow was abouta foot and a half 
deep with a strong crust. From Pitt to Sad- 
di- ake the crust was not so strong but the 
snow was deeper. It got shallower all the 
way from Sa dale Lake to Sturgeon River.,and 
from Sturgeon River to Edmonion there was 
not enough for good sleighing. He left one 
sleigh or jumper - at Fort Pitt and one at Vic- 
toria. -He says that taken altogether it was 
the worst season for freighting that he was 
ever out in, and this was the worst trip he 


ever made.
